They live exceeding hard, but with a little Aſſiſt- 
ance may do very well. I was at a Loſs, becauſe L

Lada Jure 1. Had 2 ; Conference with a cer: 
tain 
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tain Perſon of the Pariſh, who, T heard laſt Night, 
had been broaching many heretical Doctrines to one 
of my Friends, particularly in denying the Eternity 
of Hell Torments. I therefore invited him this 


Morning to Breakfaſt ; and after imploring God's 
Aſſiſtance, in the Spirit of Meekneſs, I asked him, 


Whether he believed the Eternity of Hell Torments? 
He anſwer d frankly, No. I replied, What do you 
mean, Sir, when you repeat the 12 Article of our 


Creed? He ſaid, he believed wicked Men were to 
be annihilated I then read Pearſor's Expoſition of the 


laſt Article, but he denied it all, ſaid he thought him- 
ſelf in the right, and believed it his Duty to inform 
Mankind, that they were to be annihilated.

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few of them are able to ſpeak a little in our vulgar 
Tongue. I thought placing a Maſter there, would 
be of great Conſequence. Firſt, Becauſe I cannot 
think Children will ever be naturaliz d to the Colo- 
ny, till they can talk our Language. Secoxdly, Becauſe 
the preſent Generation will ſoon wear off, and theſe 
Children being well inſtructed in ours, will make 
them forget their own Tongue, and ſhould they 
marry and have Children, they would naturally teach 
their Children the fame ; ſo that at length we ſhall 
all be of one Speech. Thirdly, As they are but few 
in Number, and no likelihood of any French Miniſter 
to come amongſt them; I or my Succeſſors ſhall be 
unable to Catechiſe or bring them to hear the Word 
of Gop at our Church, unleſs they are acquainted 
with the Engliſß Tongue. 


| Monaay, Fune 11. Opened a School to Day for 
the Girls of Savaunab, a Friend; whole Heart Gop 
was pleaſed to touch on Board the Ship, having at 
my Requeſt undertaken to teach them. The Work 
s for my Maſter, and therefore I doubt not of being 
ſupplied ſome Way or another with a ſufficient Fund 
for the Support of it. May GOD enable him who is 
ſet over them to feed them with the fincere Mill of the 
Word, and give them Grace to grow thereby! 


Thurſday une 22. Was taken (as all about me 
thought for Death) with a violent Purging and Vo- 
miting, which in the Space of five Hours quite ex- 
hauſted. my Spirits, and brought me in appearance al- 
moſt to the Point of Death. But Gop ſupported 
me by his inward Comforts, cauſed me to rejoice in 
it; and caſt me into a deep-Sleep, out of which | 
awoke perfectly well, to the Surprize of all about me, 
O who can expreſs the loving Kindneſs of the LORD, 
or ſhew forth all, his Praiſe! My Pariſhioners in ge- 
neral ſhewed they loved me; for they — *

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follicitous for my Welfare. For their Sake, as well as 

for my own, I hope Gop has ſo ſuddenly reſtored me. |

Friday Fune 24. To the great Surpriſe of myſelf 
and People, was. enabled to read Prayers and preach 
with Power before the Free-Maſons, with whom I 
afrerwards dined, and was uſed with the utmoſt Ci- 
vility. May GOD make them Servants of CHRIST, 
and then and not till then will they be free indeed. 


Friday, July 7. Being the Anniverſary for open- 
ing the Court, I preached in the Morning at the 
Magiſtrate's Requeſt, and endeavoured with all Plain- 
neſs and Humility to ſhew both them and the People 
what they ought to do to promote their Temporal 
and Eternal Welfare. O GOD, do thou bleſs it, 
and it ſhall be bleſſed thro FESUS CHRIST. 


Tueſday, Fuly 11. Returned this Evening from 1 
Ebenezer (whither I went Yeſterday) the Place 424 
where the Saltzburghers are ſettled; and was wonder- 
fully pleaſed with. their Order and Induſtry. Their 
Lands are improved ſurpriſingly for the Time they 99 
have been there, and I believe they have far the beſt „ 
Crop of any in the Colony. — They are bleſs'd with 
two ſuch pious Miniſters, as I have not often ſeen: 
They have no Courts of Judicature, but all little 

Differences are immediately and implicitly decided by 
their Miniſters, whom they look upon and love as 
their Fathers. They have likewiſe an Orphan-Houſe, 
in which are ſeventeen Children; and one Widow, 
and I was. much. delighted. to. ſee the Regularity 
wherewith it is managed; — Ob. that GO D may ſtir 

up the Hearts of his Servants to contribute towards 
that and another which we hope to have * at 
| | 5 | „ van; 
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Savannah. — Mr. Boltzius, one of their Miniſters, 
being with me on Saturday, I gave him ſome of 
my Poor's Store for his Orphans, and when I came 
to Ebenezer, he call'd them all before him, cate- 
chiſed and exhorted them to give GOD Thanks for 
his good Providence towards them ; then prayed with 
them, and made them pray after bim; then ſung a 
Plalm, and afterwards the little Lambs came and 
ſhook me by the Hand one by one, and fo we par- 
ted, and I ſcarce was ever better pleaſed in my Life 
— Surely whoever contributes to the Relief of the 
Sal:zburghers will perform an acceptable Sacrifice to 
our Bleſſed Maſter. They are very poor; but with 
a little Aſſiſtance might live comfortably and well. 
They want a Place for Publick Worſhip, and Money 
to buy Cattle and other Neceſſaries for the Orphan- 
Houſe and People. May the great GOD raiſe up Inſtru- 


ments to aſſiſt and relieve them; farely * are

Tveſday, Fuly 18. About ten Þ Clock this Evening 
returned to Savannah, having ſet out from thence 
Yeſterday to viſit four or five Families that live at 
fome of the outward Settlements about twelve Miles 
off. — Their Beginnings as yet are but ſmall, but 
T cannot help thinking there are Foundations laying 

for great temporal and ſpiritual Bleſſings in Georgia, 
when the Inhabitants are found worthy. — Bleſſed 
be Gop, in Savannah they will hear the Word 
gladly, and People every where receiye me with the 
utmoſt Civility and are not angry when. I reprove 
them. — May GOD keep them always thus minded, 
and prepare me for whatever Sufferings he ſhall * 
mit to fall upon me for uy my Duty. 


: Tueſday, July 25. I am now waiting for the 
'Scour-Boat which Mr. Horton has ſent to take me tO 


Frederica, to preach the Goſpel there alſo, For 
bras | e FREre- 
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therefore am I ſent. —I ſhould part with regret 
from the People of Savannah, did I not know Gon 
calbd me from them. For they ſeem to have a ſin- 
cere Affection for me, and flock (eſpecially every 
Evening) to hear the Word of Gop.— ] have en- 
deavoured to let my Gentleneſs be known amongſt 
them, becauſe they conſiſt of different Nations and 
Opinions. — And I have ſtrove to draw them by the 
Cords of Love, becauſe the Obedience reſulting 
from that Principle I take to be moſt genuine and 
laſting. My ordinary way of dividing my miniſte- 
rial Labours has been as follows, — | 


On Sunday Morning at five O Clock, I publick- 


ly expound the ſecond Leſſon for the Morning 


or Evening Service as I ſee moſt ſuited to the Peo- 
ples Edification; at Ten I preach and read Prayers, 


at Three in the Afternoon I. do the ſame, and at 


Seven expound Part of the Church Catechiſm, at 
which great Numbers are uſually preſent. I viſit 
from Houſe to Houſe, read publick Prayers and ex- 


pound twice and catechiſe (unleſs ſomething extraor- 


dinary happens,) viſit the Sick every Day, and read 
to as many of my Pariſhioners as will come thrice 
a Week, —and bleſſed be God my Labours have not 


been altogether vain in the Lord. For he has been 


pleaſed to ſet his Seal to my Miniſtry in a Manner, 
I could not, I dared not in America expect. Not 
wnto me, O LORD, not unto me, but unto thy Name 


be the Glory. 
At FREDERIC 4. 


Tueſday, Auguſt 8. After a pleaſant Paſſage of five 
or ſix Days arrived at Frederica, a Town ſituated 
ſouthwardly above an hundred Miles from Savannah, 


and conſiſting of about an hundred and twenty In- 


habitants. The People received me moſt gladly, 


having 
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having had a Famine of the Word for a long Seaſon. 
May GOD give a Bleſſing to my coming amongſt them. 

In the Evening we had publick Prayers, and ex- 
pounding of the ſecond Leffon: under a large Tree, 
and many more preſent than could be expected. 
Bleſſed be GOD. 


Wedneſday, Augult 9. yak to , Day viſiting from 
Houle to Houſe, and found the People in Appears 
ance deſirous of being fed with the ſincere Milk of 


the Word, and ſollicitous for my Continuance a- 
mongſt them. Poor Creatures my Heart ached for 


them, becauſe I ſaw them and their Children fcatter'd 
abroad as Sheep having no Shepherd. LORD in thy 
due Time ſend forth ſome Labourer, into this Part of 
thy Vineyard. 

This Evening” had Prayers in a Houſe which Mr. 
Horton hired for us during my Stay, and moſt of the 
Inhabitants, I believe, were preſent. Bleſſed be Gop, 
Timber is ſawing for the erecting a more commo- 
dious Place for publick Worthip, 'till a Church can 
be built. GOD grant we may always worſhip him 


in Spirit and in Truth, and then we may be aſſured 


that at all Times and in all Places He will hear us. 


| Friday, Auguſt 11. Went in the W to, and 


returned in the Evening from the Darien, a Settle- 
ment about twenty Miles off from Frederica, whi- 
ther I went to ſee Mr. Macloud a worthy Miniſter 


of the Scotch Church, and Gov gave me a wot

Saturday, es 12. This Afternoon was alarmed 
with the News of a Family Diſaſter. My dear Friend 
H's Brother going to find a Horſe that was loſt in 
the Woods, was loſt himſelf, and many Guns ſhot 


after him for ſeveral Days, but in vain. I endea- 


voured to give Thanks to Gop for this and every

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Thing that befals me, becauſe it is his Will, and re- 
ſolved to ſet out for Savannah immediately, know- 
ing what Concern my dear Friend H. muſt be in at _ 
ſo ſudden a Loſs. Bleſſed be GOD for this and all 
Croſſes. Father thy Will be done in, by, and upon me 
for Time and for Eternity. 
In the Evening, becauſe I was to go about Mid- 
night, I gave Notice I would preach as well as ex-

cumſtances. It was the firſt of St. James wherein the 
Apoſtle bids us rejoice when we fall into divers Temp- 
tations. Cop enabled me to enlarge on it pretty 
much. I told the People that Gop called me and [ 
muſt away, at which ſome wept. Oh GOD how 
doſt thou follow me with thy Bleſſings wherever thou 
ſendeſt me! I looked for Perſecution, but lo! I am re- 
ceived as an Angel of God. Not unto me, O LORD,

; Sunday, Aug. 13. Being diſappointed of going by 
the Boat laſt Night, I read Prayers and preached to 
my dear little Flock twice, which cauſed great Joy 
4 among them.

1 ternoon after Sermon intended to go with him to 
preach to the Soldiers at the Fort of St. Simon's, and 
fy ten the next Day to go to St. Andrew's, but Lord 
thou calleſt me elſewhere.

Had an Alarm brought to \\ 
in Frederica that the Spaniards had taken Poſſeſſion of 
0 Fort St. George, and fired at one of our Boats: But

ery About Two in the Afternoon having firſt read 
ing Prayers, and preached, moſt of the Inhabitants ac-

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companied me to the BH and took their Leaves of 
me in an affectionate Manner, and laded me with 
Things convenient for my Journey. The good Lord 
reward them ten thouſand fold, and make me thayk. 
ful for bis unmerited Mercies / Shy 


At SAVANNAYH. 


Wedneſday, Auguſt 16. Arrived this Day at $4- 
wannah, and had the Pleaſure of meeting my Friend 
who had been loſt, he was from Tueſday till Friday 
roving about the Woods, during which Time the 
great Guns were fired according to Cuſtom, and the 
People ſhewed what a great Reſpect they had for me 
and my Friends. Many of them going out all Day 
and Night after him. — Aſſoon as I had refreſhed 
myſelf, I went and viſited myPariſhioners from Houſe 
to Houſe to return them Thanks for their Kindneſs 
to my Friends. An unuſual Joy appear'd in their 
Faces at my unexpected Return, and they were rea- 
dy to ſay, How beautiful are the Feet of him that bring- 
eth the glad Tidings of Salvation! At Evening 
Prayers (and a very large Congregation was preſent) 
I returned my dear Hearers hearty Thanks for the 


late Inſtance of their ſincere Affection, I publickly | 


exhorted my Friend that was loſt to ſhew forth his 
Thankfulneſs not only with his Lips but with his 
Life, and deſired their Prayers to Gop for me that 
I might now more and more devote myſelf to my

Ir was about twenty Feet long, and 
twelve broad, the Walls built wich Turf and Mud. 
Init, was a Man threſhing Corn, two Swine feeding; 
two Dogs, ſeveral Geeſe; a Man, his Wife, three 
Children, and a great Fire. — Georgia Hutts are 
2 Palace to it. --- Indeed the People live very poorly 
in this Part, ſome walk barefoot with their Shoes 
in their Hands to fave them from wearing out, o- 
thers out of Neceſſity. And I obſerved many of 
eir Feet to be much {welPd, and ready to guſh out 
with Blood, through extremity of Cold. LORD, 
Why is my Lot caſt into a fairer Ground? Thy free 
Grace alone has made the Difference! © 
Whilſt I was in the Cabbin, as they call their littl 2 
Iriſh Huts, I talk'd with the Woman in the Houſe, 
and found ſhe was a Romar-Catholick : And indeed the 
whole Commonalty almcſt, are of the Romiſh Pro- 
E =. feſſion, 
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feſſion, and ſee to be ſo very ignorant, that they may 
well be termed the Mild Iriſh, No Wonder, when the 


Key of Knowledge is taken from them. Wo unto their 


blind Guides. I can think of no likelier Means to con- 


vert them from their erroneous Principles, than to 


get the Bible tranſlated into their own native Language, 


to have it put in their Houſes, and Charity-Schools 


erected for their Children, as Mr. Jones has done in 
Wales, which would inſenſibly weaken the Romiſh In- 
tereſt: For when once they could be convinced that 
they were impoſed upon, they would no longer ſuffer 


themſelves to be miſſed. Oh that ſome Man, in whom is 
the Spirit of the Holy GOD, would undertake this !

Arrival. The Remainder of the Night was ſpent in ne- 
ceſſary Buſineſs, refreſhing our Bodies, religious Con- 


verſation, and in writing ſome Things I food in needof. 


Good GOop! Where was I laſt Saturday! In 


Hunger, Cold and Thirſting; but now I enjoy ful. 
neſs of Bread, and all Things convenient for me, Gon 
grant, I may not, Feſhurun like, wax fat aud Kit.

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perhaps it is mote difficult to know how to abound, 
chan how to want. But I endeavour to receive both 


with Thankſgiving. 


Sunday, Nov. 20. Having ſent laſt Night to inform 
Dr. Burſcough, Biſhop of Limerick, that I was lately ar- 
rived : At his Lordſhip's Appointment, I waited on 
him this Morning, and was received with the utmoſt 
Candour and Civility. At his Lordſhip's Requeſt, I 
preached in the Morning at the Cathedral, to a very 


numerous Audience, who ſeem'd univerſally affected, 


and full of expectation that I would preach in the Af. 
ternoon; but Providence did not ſeem to open a 
Door. But why ſhould not a ſtrange Miniſter always 
after his Service? I think itis a wrong Piece of Mo- 
deſty not to do it. For a Sermon from a Stranger, 
may do more good than many from thoſe the People 
are conſtantly uſed to. CE 

After Sermon the Mayor ſent twice to invite me, 
but I was pre-engaged to the Biſhop, who kindly in- 
vited both me and my Friend, thanked me for my Ser- 
mon, and offered me the free uſe of his Palace, and 
would have inſiſted on my accepting of. ir, had I not 
told his Lordſhip I was to leave Limerick in the Morn- 
ing: Oh into what a wealthy Place has my good GOD 
brought me ? How does he every where command 
ſome or other to receive me? As I was eating at Din- 
ner, I was meditating on the Divine Goodneſs in 
ſpreading ſuch a Table for me, when laſt Sunday I was” 
in danger almoſt of periſhing with Hunger. But I 
thought at the ſame Time, if this was fo great a Bleſ--— 
ling, what an infinitely greater one will it be, after 
the Troubles of this Life, to fit down and eat Bread 
in the Kingdom of God. O that I may be ac- 
counted worthy of that heavenly Banquet !
